The 1996/97 NSL Grand 
Final was a special 
occasion not only for our 
visitors to North Sydney 
Oval, the Brisbane Strikers, 
but also for one of the 
players that will oppose 
them tonight. 

Troy Cranney was a 
member of Frank Farina’s 
team that stunned the NSL 
by finishing second in the 
regular season, and then 
going on to defeat Sydney 
United in the Grand Final 
in front of over 40,000 
fans. 

“Tt was definitely the 
highlight of my career,” 
recalls Cranney. “We 
surprised everyone but we 
had some good experienced 
players, and Frank Farina 
had just come back from 
overseas. He was a class 
above everyone else and is 
the best player I have 
played alongside.” 

In the constantly changing 
world of football Cranney 
admits that while he still 
looks for the Strikers 
results, the moving on of 
most of his former team 


are @ 


mates means he isn’t as 
aware of what’s happening 
up in Brisbane. 


“Obviously I was kept well 
informed when my brother 
Sean was playing up there, 
but then he came down and 
played for the Spirit last 
season. There’s a bit of an 
extra incentive playing 
against your former club 
but it has to just be another 
game - you still have to 
prepare the same. The main 
thing is we need to start 
picking up some wins at 
home” 

Many observers have 
Cranney down as being one 
of Spirit’s best this season. 
Cranney will only say he is 
reasonably happy with his 
form and that he has been 
‘consistent’, 

It could have all been 
different if Cranney had not 
changed his mind about 
retiring, but he knows that 
if he had packed it in he 
would be lost without the 
game. 


“Eventually | just thought I 
was too young to retire - 


plus I wouldn’t have 
known what to do with 
myself!” the 28 year old 
said. 


Cranney points to a more 
confident squad this season 
at Northern Spirit as a 
reason for his improved 
form, and says that as long 
as he is involved in the 
game doesn’t mind if he’s 
playing out wide or in the 
middle. 


“It can be hard sometimes 
out wide as you can go a 
while without seeing the 
ball - I like to get a few 
touches of the ball and get 
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in there. And I want to get a few more 
goals too!” 


One of the most durable players while at 
Brisbane - Cranney missed just six games 
in six seasons - a bad injury forced him out 
early in his Northern Spirit career. 


“Tt was hard when I got injured, we’d had 
a long pre-season approaching our first 
ever game and then a few weeks later | 
was out for the season. It made it difficult 
sitting on the sidelines in that first season, 
and to be honest it probably took longer 
than I thought to get fit again.” 

The Brisbane local boy will soon pass a 
significant milestone, as after finishing last 
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season on 234 NSL games, Cranney is fast 
approaching the 250 mark. 

“TI did know I was close to 250 but when | 
retired I thought I would be stuck on 234. 
You see the matchday programmes though 
and know that you are approaching 
something like this.” 


With a contract to the end of the season, 
and being hopeful of getting another one, 
Cranney says his ambition in a strong 
squad was to simply cement a regular spot 
in the starting XI. His performances so far 
look like seeing that ambition fully 
realised.

Peter Grierson is another who could 
miss the game tonight through injury, 


but the Strikers still have 18 year-old 
midfielder Jade North, the 
experienced Nick Meredith and 
Jeromy Harris in the middle of the 
park. Harris missed last week’s draw 
with the Kingz through suspension, 
but the former Marconi player should 
be back in the thick of the action 
tonight. 

The Brazilian Fernando Rech will 
need to be marked closely tonight as 
he looks to show his full range of 
skills, while Paul Foster has already 
netted five times this season, one 
behind the leading NSL marksmen. 


Peter Dwyer provides competition 
up-front but can also play on the left- 
hand side of midfield, but another 
player who would have been in 
contention, David Pilic, is another on 
he Strikers injury list. 


Kosmina is expected to have the likes 
of young defender Adam Webber, 
midfielder Lawrence Drake and striker 
Shane Smeltz on his bench, in what is 
essentially a young squad mixed with 
a few experienced heads around them.

AND RETURNS TO NORTH SYDNEY OVAL 


Northern Spirit has moved the round 13 match against Canberra Cosmos home to 
North Sydney Oval following an inspection of the surface at North Power 
Stadium. 


The match was originally set down for North Power Stadium, Gosford on 
Saturday January 6 but it will now be played at North Sydney Oval on Friday 
January 5, 2001. 


The Northern Spirit vy Canberra match will kick off at 7.30pm with a curtain 
raiser between Northern Spirit Youth Team and the Rangers FC Youth Team to 
start at 5.30pm. 


The decision to move the match was made after Coach Graham Arnold, Director 
of Football Bill Collins and North Sydney Oval curator Peter Devlin met with 
officials at North Power Stadium. 


The surface has deteriorated further and would not be suitable for an NSL match. 


“The field was simply not good enough to host a football match, let alone an NSL 
match and we decided to come back to North Sydney Oval because it is our 

home, the fans like it, the players prefer to play there and it is our future,” Collins 
said.
